Tho matter will bo difficult to decide if they 
come peaceably, as it would he emigration 
then, and not invasion. But if they corue 
with hostile intent they will bo treated just 
as white pooplo would be under tho some 
circumstances.

Kushing up to tho second tier, 
he [found a hole in the wnll of the wntor- 
closot. At iirst glance the hole seemed to 
go downward nud the watchman concluded 
tho escape had probably been made through 
the carriage wi\y beneath and over Essex 
street prison wall. 
Ho thus reported to 


Acting Warden Fitzsimmons, who, how- 
evor, discovered the hole had been made 
through the wall of an ndjoiniog building, 
No. 7G Ludlow street, and into the fire- 
place of n room on tho fifth floor. 


The police mado n onroful search of tho 


neighboring tenement houses, as well as of 
tho one through which the escape was 
made. John Greiobmnnn and wife, who 
are the agents of 70 Ludlow street, were 
found on tho first floor. They had no keys 
to the upper rooms, and tho police burst 
open the door. 


Leary's accomplices had made extensive 


preparations for tho sure delivery .of their 
friend. 
One room had a bed and sofa in it. 


Another was supplied with meat, vegetables, 
pies, altogether nn extensive larder, whilo n 
third room wnn reserved for active opera- 
tions for delivery. 
Blankets had 
been 


spread on Iho floor, and at tho month of tho 
fireplace pillows had been arranged. 


A hole two feet in diameter was dug 


through doublo walls four feet thick nnd tho 
debris was carefully packed in a closet under 
tho stairway, so that in cose of surprise, 
with the closet door closed and tho flro- 
hoard up, nil suspicion of thoir real opera- 
tions woii!;1, bo covered up. Kesr the flra- 
placo wero found soverttl jimmies, cold 
chisels nnd other implements used in tho 
work.

Ho delighted to converse with 
the intelligent,and educated ; and such wero 
many times surprised to learn of his many 
and varied attainments. 
It was not Impos- 


sible to present lo him a subject for thought 
and conversation, upon which he had not 
judiciously rend and considerately pondered; 
but it WRS rarely done. Very few have ox- 
colled in those respects. His mind was of the 
refined cast, and one which moved quickly 
and usually, accurately. Ho could readily 
transfer the form and visage of a friend, 
from his eyo, to paper, as the many striking 
portraits ho has left plainly show. He do- 
lighted in iinturo,to ramble through tho Holds, 
over brooks, by tho seaside ; and his eye 
was quick to perceive their beauties or gran- 
deur. Did a patron conceive n design, ho 
would immediately take it with all its im- 
perfection, and fill it out ; tbon remove its 
imperfections and present tha Bamo to tho 
surprised and delighted designer, in all its 
completeness.
